And 
now, just because there's liberty, little 
hoys with piping. voices are put m our 
places—mere school boys, 17 or 18 years 
old, with soft cheeks, who cannot even 
faise o mitstaiche, They can read and 
write and all that, but what do. they 
know? When they have to ride 10 hours 
with the post some night they dan't even 
know the road, and shiver and shake like 
frightened women, What's this liberty 
yor! for? Tt hasn't brought me the 20 
mioiths pay that the goverment owes 
me, and now | shall be thrown out to 
starve because they say we old men make 
the villagers <upport ue [fasn't 2 man 
got talive? Iden't want liberty. Twant 
to be free to get a_good living.” 

Thus he talker as he rode beside the 
wagon through the pretty gardens of the 
oasis of Eregl, past the miles of reed- 
beds which form the miscalléd Lake of 
Ak Gyal, and our juto the great dreary 
lain of the Axvion, When he fell be- 
ind for a space the Greek took up the 
complaint, and said that liberty might be 
all right, but so far as he could see it 
was liberty for the Moslem and not for 
the Christian.

favorable conditions it is hard to find 
any people more sober, peaceful. anid in- 
dustimin. Sar is the change from the 
prosperous conditions of the past whally 
a teatter of religion, for Mlolanmedan- 
fe che scarcely be considered worse 
that) pagatiam.

Tn May salt-gatherers arrive and keep 
on working. for ahewt two months, when

AS we came to the edge cet the hollow 
aul looked down at the anmular lake a 


strange sight presented itself. The like 
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was so far drv that part of its ring was 
waterless, and was covered with green 
reeds c amither part was white with salt, 
iil still another contained nnuddy hiue 
water pinged around with white salt, ott 
ride of which was a ring of green tecds.

They are poor little hamlets, composed 
of howses of mud or stone, just high 
enough to allow acman to stand upright:

ANCIENT ARCHITECTURE OF THE NOMADS 


In the dave of Midas and Crocsats, and 
in the thmes of the Greeks and Romins, 
nearmadism Appears to have been unknown 
in this part of the workl The -chiet 
proof af this lice in the large number of 
ruins, all of which, to jodge from. the 
style of architecture and the mature of 
the Greek inscriptions, were inhabited at 
abet the bearinining of the Chiistiin era. 
Doring ome days’ travel im the plain of 
the Axylon, | passed through 16 actial 
modern villages, as distinguished fre 
yallas of summer camps. | mace no 
special attempt to visit. rains, merely ex- 
anuining those which came in my war. 
Nevertheless. | passed throitel the rums 
af 42 penuine villages, mot to mention 
various small isolate! instances, ‘Most 
of the 16 sites now occupied hy modern 
Villages: were doubtless also occupied in 
the past. 

It is certainly safe. then, to say that 
the nomber of ancient villages was at 
least 4%, of three times a5 many as exist 
today. Probably all these villages were 
wcenpied at the same time. during the 
days of greatest prosperity, but, even if 
only half were eceopied, the population 
must have heen much greater than at 
present, for the old villages were almost 
universally larger than the miodertn ones. 
They most have been much richer, also, 
in order to erect the fine huvtldingrs whose 
carved columns are found im large num- 


bers, 
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AN ANCIENT FLIGHT OF STEPS CUT FROM

Take, for example, the village of Ak 
Viren, in the middle of the plain. The 
place haa rm Tuerersitnae water, but cepends 
tiper deep wells. The inhabitants cult 
mite: a considerable arncunt of aru, but 
rely mainly upon their flocks for suste- 
nance, because the crops are so poor 
and precarions. "Phe present population 
numbers £30 fatnilies, whose houses are 
gcattered irregularly among. extensive 
ruins. Cince the town was a fine place, 
the capital of the district. Savutra, as 
it was called, boasted sane excellent 
buildings, in_one of which was placed 
the flight of seven steps shown im 
the above photayraph They were 
carved from 2 Solid block of lime 
stone and are now preserved in the yard 
of the moaquie The oll town tecapied 
an orea which | estimated to be ten times 
as large as that of the modern village. 
Other ruins are correspondingly larger 
than their modem representatives. In 
view of all the evidence, it seems con- 
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servative to aay that 2.000 years ago the 
wpilation af the plain of Axylon mst 
vive been at least five titics ws great qs 
now, With such a population, and with 
towns of such large size,‘ senni—wonadic 
life Ince that of the present day would 
be impossible 
The former prosperity of Asia Aino 
is siluntrably iMieneraded by the harnbe, 
easiles, and other monuments found 
among the Phrygian Mountains, west of 
the plam of Axylon, Here lies a pleas- 
ant region, wooded with fine pines which 
cover breezy ranges of hills ancl sut- 
coum! fertile valleys. Kam is mare 
abundant than tn the plam of the Axy- 
lan and the population is correspondingly 
denser and mere prosperous. The tm- 
habitants are of exactly the same race 
as those of the Axylon, and they profess 
the <amé religion and are subject to the 
same gavermment, but their mode of life 
different. Nonmdismi i: unknown, for 
the good reason that it 18 not tecessary, 
hocause as a rule the crops are gerd, and 
even in bad vears there ure no stich corti 
picts failures.ns in the plain farther east, 
Nevertheless. the Phrygian Mountains 
are net aorich region, aad often the ermps 
are so scanty that distress ensues, for 
here, too, the long summer is rainless. 


THE FARLED WEALTH OF ASIA MINE Ts 
TIE PAST 

About 2,00 years ago Phrygia was 
the home of a dynasty of kmgs who 
went by the name of Midas, The fame 
of their wealth spread far westward to 
the Greeks on the coast of Asti Minor, 
and oa to Greece itelf. We do not 
beaveewe how rich thev actiaally were. OF 
live! prosperous their country wis: hut 
we can jidge somewhat from the rams 
which they have left belond. The most 
famous is the ad-called Torn of Midas, 
a perpendicular surface of rock 55 feet 
high and so feet wide, covered with 
ornaments in a complicated rectangular 
pattern of erpsacs, meanders, sares, 
snd nother devites, surrotmded by a long 
Phrygian inscription. Its appearance is 
shown itt the illustrations... [t is unknown 
whether dt-was the Midas mentioned in 
thits inscription of some other af Tis 
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Uynasty whose wealth gave rise to the 
famous tradition, hutit is evident that 4 
people who eonld build sich monuments 
mins! have been net only prosperuns and 
wealthy, but somewhat highly civilized. 
Seoree of other monuments and well- 
wronelit toms are scattered through the 
country. 

(Great castles were built to protect the 
towns, and the great “Royal Road” to 
Mersin passed this way. So abundant 
wae labor and so prodigal the kings that 
when a rampart waa planned for the 
castle of Pishiish, facing tlhe Midas 
tomb a mile of more to the east, the 
whole top of a huge isolated rock was 
cut away, forming a platform around the 
edge df which was left a wall of living 
rock, Today the site of the city ot 
Midas is ocenpied by a village of poor 
list industrious Circassians, whe bewnrl 
the fact that they were ever persuaded 
to leave their hones an the Cauesisus for 
a region where they contingally suffer 
from poverty. 


THY CAUSES GF THE TOVERTY OF TODAY 


To go back now to the cause of the 
present poverty and nomadism of the 
plateat of Asta Minor. In the first place, 
the people of the Axylon and other re- 
mons are not nomads by choice, but hy 
rivcessity, They regret that they cannot 
cultivate mare laid. The darn areas 
which aroused the scom of the Greek 
wagoner ate untilled for the good reasan 
that they are so saline that crops. will not 
stow, if examined the matter with care. 
i <everal cases | found rich men who 
have recently tried to use the streams for 
intigation. In each case there has been 
4 wend growth the frst year, but in the 
succeeding scasons rapid deterioration 
has set in, “The little trees, which start 
out bravely, pine away aml die: the vege— 
tables. which grew vigorously the first 
year, ate sickly the second, and fail 
uiterly in later years. Tt is possible that 
motern methods might redeem the land, 
hut-no methods use im the ast could 
do sy

If the tuhahitants tried to rely upon agri- 
culture they would either starve in a- few 
years or be forced to abandon the cown- 
try. “Thus it appears that here, ani) also 
inaltnst all other parts of Turkey where 
noniadism is practiced, the people must 
either depend upon flocks, and warnler 
from place to place, or must give wp the 
country entirely, ‘Therefore it is not the 


people who have nomacdized the land, but. 


the land which has nomatlized the peaple. 

In ancient days nomadinn was not 
necessary, because then the climate was 
moister than now. so that the dry places 
were damp enough for crops and the sa- 
line places were in many cases keg fresh. 
The proof of this is abundant, [t con- 
sists partly of the strands of old sale 
lakes which are proved to have steed at 
tich higher Jevels in the past than in 
the present, showime that they received 
more water, 

Another line af evidence is found in 
the location of old cities, Sir William 
Ramsay, the greatest authority on the 
peography of Asin Minor, says that in 
ancient days the chief towns were located 
where it was: mest convenient for trade 
or for defense, In meden davs, how- 
ever, the locations have often been 
changed, he says, to sites. less convenient 
than those of the past, but which have 
the advantage of a larger water sopply. 
That is, great towns could formerly be 
located almost anywhere, because every- 
where there was toongh water, Aow, 
towns, even of smaller size, cannot be 
located except in places where there is 
an exceptional amount of water, 

Another kind of evidence is found in 
towns ike Ak Viren, already mentioned. 
Here the chief town of the region grew 
up in a place that is now not only too 
dry to sapport-a large town, but abso 
lutely devoid of anything to support a 
smiill town. Senu-nomads, like those af 
the Axylon plain, could never build a fine 
litde city such as oll Savatra. Tt ecouled 
have grown up only ata tone when tlhe

plain was so well-watered that good crops 
could be grown everywhere, | 
Secures of ather facts point to the ¢ame

CLIMATIC CHANGES PAST AND PRESENT 
The change from the conditions of the 
past to those: of the presetic has not pro- 
gressei] tiniformivy. About 600 wears 
after Christ there was a period of a cen- 
tury, more or less, when the climate was 
even trier than now. When the change 
took: place from the previous moist con- 
ditions to the great aridity of the seventh 


century, humdteds of thotisands and prs- 


sily millions of people in the drier parts 
of Asia bepan to suffer from lack of 
water for-their crops and grass for their 
cattle. Their families were hungry and 
theit children cried for bread, So the 
fathers cast about for new places to 
occupy, and began to move this wav and 
that in great hordes, taking with them 
thetr wives. clildren; cattle, and house

Thus, apparently, arose the great mi- 
#rations which overwhelmed Europe in 
the Dark Ages. It was hunger, due to 
dronght, which made the early Moham- 
medans so terrible a seourge. Hunger 
drove them and religions fanaticism 
united them, In the preat changes of 
this turbulent time the Jast vestiges of 
the wealth of the land of Midas were

im existence. Lt has been a king 

BS dom for 25 centuries—ever since 
Cyrms the Great, about 550. B. C., con- 
quered Metis and united that country to 
his under the tame of Persian It has 
had many glorious episodes: in its long 
history ; has produced the great teacher 
Zoroaster; such werkl-famons poets as 
Firdawsi, Omar Khayyam, Saadi, and 
Matz, and such great soldiers and rulers 
is Danus J, Shapur l, and Shah Abbas. 
Again and again the empire has been a

The Persian, however, is a fearless 
rider and a keen sportsman. Ile loves 
ter galley his horse at its fullest speed, 
digging the points of hts ehovel-shaped 
stirrups into its ribs to nrge it to yet 
greater efforts; and then he will pull it 
up suddenly with the severe Persian bit, 
Or he will take part hia gazelle hunt. 
raking onc of a Jarge sicele aft borse- 
men, who gradually hem in a smell herd 
of these shy animals, drawing closer and 
closer wotil the terrified afm attemyt to 
hrenk through the ring, Then the sports- 
men fite at their quarry, Persians being 
so reckless th moments of excitement. 
that sometimes the riders get shot instead 
cf the puunic. | 

To climb the mountuins after the thex 
ane wild shee is the hardest form of 
sport, atid hawking and partridge shoot 
ing are also favorite amusements, Noth 
ing. however, cores qimiss to the gum of 
ao Persian, who wil) bring down a, crow 
orany small “cockyelly’ bird if no better 
game is to. huni. 

The wellto-do Flersinn is roteed he- 
fore sunrise by the call of the arwesou 
siminaning all men to prayer. He 
throws aside the padded quilts that form 
his bei, hastily dons his gatments. ord 
exchanges the felt skull-cap in which he 
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sleeps for the black lamb’s-wool rat. 
His servant then pours water aver his 
hands, ant de washes bin face, arms, 
and feet before prostrating himself om 
his prayer-carpet, which is turned in the 
direction of Aleced, 

After his-devotions (which he repeats 
at noon) anid at sunset) mre accomplislted, 
le partakes again of much-sweetened tea 
without tiuilk, and with it eats te thin cake 
of Hobby bread and some sweetneats. 
Then he amukes a falian, or water-pipe. 
atid feels fortified for the work of the 
day, whatever it tay be, 

At neat an ample repast is served on 
a leather cloth fad on the ground, and 
the stating dish will be pian, which 
consists of amour f beautifully cooked 
fiee mixed with chopped meal an) vepe- 
tables: 

Atl Persians sit on their heels, and they 
eat with their fingers, pranimnslating the 
pila mist cleverly with the right hand, 
ft being a mark of ill-breeding to use 
both hands when feeding. 

The meal is discussed in total silence, 
and, when all the greasy right hanes 
have been, washed with rose water, the 
party betake themselves to slumber, 
inthlay siesta being indulged in trom 
the highest to the lowest, 

Tea, fruit, and sweetineats are par 
taken of during the visits which Persians 
are so fondoof making, anil often the 
everting meal is not setved until 9 oelock, 
all going t rest immedhately they have 
finished cating. 

According to the Mohammedan re- 
ligion Persians are not permitted te im- 
dulge in aleoho!, and the strict confine 
themeelves to sherbets. (frit syrups). 
Hut the wines of Shiraz, Aamadan, anvil 
Isfahan, or arrack, the spirit made frorn 
vrape tefise, prove too strong a temptie 
tion ta many, and unfortunately the 
Persian only drinks in order that he may 
bectme fnebristect.

Having tie family of hie own, he 
is supposed to center all his interests fn 
that of his master, and the later will 
often leave him in charge af his children 
wel dis valuables; A slave frequently 
amasses a fortune if he isin the service

The deeds of this Portuguese warrior 
king are authentically recorded in the 
(ey chronicles of three nationalities, and 
it geographical and historic events whose 
effects and consequences subsist to our 
day. The actions of the Spanish cham- 
pion, a condotticre captain who fought 
for his own lane! mainly, now with, now 
apalitist the infidels, were internationally 
as frimtless as the victories in the Trojan 
WHE. 
they are suspected, indeed, to be partly 
mivthical: but the memory of them lives 
td will tive always. for they are te- 
corded in one of the great epics of the 
werlil. : 

Portugal has had two great epochs 
during which the doings of its people 
were Of taternattonal tmportance ane 
have left their mark enduringly on the 
history of the world, The first. the long 
holt for freedom umder King Aifonze 
Menrijuex, nearly synchronized with the 
secon] anc] unaeecesstitl crusade and was 
imdecd itself a ecrusarle, fer the Portu- 
guese king and his people wert fighting 
the battle of Christian Europe for the 
Cross as stremionsl: aml as. effectively, 
in Liwsitania, as (Ctodfrev de Bouillon and 
Richard Ceenr de Lion fought for if in 
evtia, The news had come to northern 
Europe that a champion of the Faith 
was holding his own against the Crescent 
in Portugal, and when the king resolver! 
to attack awl bestege the central Mewrich 
‘tronghald at Lishom he obtained the 
help of a large body of erusaders from 


They have left no trace in history ¢ 
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North Germany and the low countries, 
Who sailed forthe East fporm the meniths 


of the Rhine and pat in at Dartmouth, 


The. Criss prevailed in the end and 
Islam fell. and with it the Mbostem power 
it Portugal. The conqueror spared the 
citizens of Lishon. ‘The religious fanati- 
com and intolerance that have marker 
later periods of Therian history were 
then unknown, and the great Mourish 
city continied its prosperows existence 
under equal laws imposed ny its Chris- 
tian com¢ueror. Evidence ot the himane 
tolerance of the Portuguese i clear to 
this day te any one who passes fran 
any northern city af the kingdenn to 
Lisbon, The tyre of the Lasbon. crowds 
is still that af the dark Moorish race 
whe dwell in Tangiers ancl Fez. 

Affonzo Henriqnez, king. patrint, C.et=

Portugal, was suceeded durme the first 
centity or Portuguese history by “pone 
irchs who followed in his footsteps anl 
maintained his ereat traditions, This 4 
the first and most gloriows period in the 
listory of Portugal. but there has been 
a seco memer hye epoch in which 
Portugal has -stond forth prominent 
among the nations and done mare than 
her share to adwance the civilization of 
the world, 


HER INTIIITN EXPoiteye 


This second great epoch was integer 
rated by Prince Henry the Navigator, at 
Sagres, at the extreme southem end of 
Portugal, Prince Henry ‘lial an astro 
nonmical observatory, stidied whe then 
almost nnkiown art and science of mivk 
rativin, and despatched exploring expedt- 
Hons at his own ‘cost inta the tiniknerwcr 
cen to the srcath an to the west, He 
discovered Madeira and the Asores and 
explored the eastern const of AY rica: as 
far seurth a Cape Roiador. in the tropies 
Mrince Henry's fame presently drew to 
wapres, as to a college of the science at 
navigation, the sans of Portuguese n- 
bhes, Whi capt from linn that Spirit 
of maritime enterprise which during: the 
alrcceedtng centuries tmiacle Portugal river 
of the erent coloniving nations of the 
work! The tare and dificult art of 
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colonization was Tet lewrnt in a lay by 
Mortupal, but it has never been forgotten. 
(ther and wealthier nations ave lost 
most of their oversea holdings, ut Keep 
them still with a role su tigorors thatat 
means sevitnde: The colonial kingdom 
of Portugal, under a wiser and more 
tolerant poliey, has endured, not intact, 
rileed. but still a valuable and extetistve 
kingdom beyond the sins, 

he splendid example then seh by 
Prince Henry the Navigator wus fol. 
lowed by the Morruguese explorers and 
advettarers for nearly two centuries, und 
lel to achievernents and conquests of 
which the whole world is‘aware, It led 
ui the great discoveries: of Vasco da 
Gama, Pedro Cabral (the discoverer of 
rag), Ameria Vespucei, and Magal- 
hoes (Magellan) in the Fast and West 
lates respectively, ani} ti tle Cop ests. 
und tenure of part af India by Albu- 
querque; but these great triumiplis nist 
not dimintéh the fame of the man who 
first, in an age Of coinparative darkness, 
ignorinee, andl superstition, braved the 
terrors which the unknown seas then 
lek for learned and simple alilce. . 

Will this small nation ever agat play 
a predominant part in the history of the 
world? To the medlern race of the na- 
tions for wealth Portugal has established 
no record, It is still.a small and agn- 
eiilturil notion, striving after modnstrial 
wealth whieh it has never attained ani 
will nevet attain. It comtains, however, 
in its nest proasperows regions—the dis- 
trict ving immediately marth ariel south 
ofthe River Dotiro—an olpeet lesson in 
the prasperity of its yeoman farmers. 
This ine region where, bya slow straggle 
of the farmer-agairist all the forces above 
hin —fendal, ecclesiastic, and govern- 
merital—the small farmer has gradually 
won to independence anil prosperity as 
a holder of the land. It would take more 

es than thi whole number contams 
tr tell the full story of this struggle for 
existence and freedom which has ended 
in constituting a bedy of smal] yeoman 
farmers, their country’s real <trength. 
the like of whom is hardly to he found 
eewhere.

It-was mainly from among this yeo- 
matty that the regiments were recruited 
who fought stde by side with our troops 
in the Peninsular War, whose hardiness 
anil whose goed pluck were the adtnira- 
tion of or men and officers: and ot 
whom Wellingtesy lamself said that they 
were “the fighting cocks of the Penin- 
itt.” . 

The popular idea of Portugal, in my 
cwn experience, is that it ts a dort of 
second-class Spain, the people lazy and 
idly, the language ugly and difficult, the 
literature poor This report, absulutely 
and deéridnstrably false as it is, woulil be 
corroborated by most Spaniards, Neyh- 
horrmations seldom lve eich other, They 
seldom wnderstund each other, and Span- 
ards and Mortnguese are te exception, 
This attitude toward each other has heer 
likened to that of two men sitting back 
tu back on a bench who will neither tun 
nor spiak to each other. 

It is of course an error tp consifer 
either Spaniards or Portuguese as a sin- 
vle race. Galiclans, Asturians, Atagon- 
ese, Castilinns, and Andalusians differ 
aniong. theneelves as much as the man

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METHULS OF GOVERN MEAT 

The Portuguese cheestitation, coming 
gueve-neal to the country, if hardly 8o 
years old, ani) the best that can be said 
of Gt is that it took the place of very 
ticerable methods of sovernment, and 
that the Portuguese, being on the whole 
a ¢hrewe and reasonable people, have 
made a better use of their constitution, 
under a line of wise and liberal mon- 
archs, than coukl have been expected. 

It cantot, however, be urged by the 
mest friendly critic of the Portuguese 
people, that they have not been deplor- 
alily misgoverned, Ty common assent of 
the Portuguese themselves who are not 
active members of a political party, brib- 
ery, cornption, bad faith between gov 
emors and governed, and consequent 
minlniiministration are rife in every de- 
partment of state. These facts have 
indeed become by-worls among the peo-

ple of all classes in the country. They 
ate the topics of every-iiy talk mi) street 
antl market-place. 

The Portuguese, a wise, long-sufferi 
ple, have ayer have suffered, 

have learned, too, Talking them. as a 
whele, the AGptapucke are perhaps the 
most Haatimovsly patriotic people in the 
work), This wreat quality in them, cx- 
stent) from, the remote past, is sill 
strong. and will le sure to grunile then 
to high issues in the future, as it has in 
the past. The welfare, the greatness, 
aml the independence of their country is 
the end set vaguely in the mind of every 
self-respecting inhabitant of the country, 

The modern Portuguese has somehow 
left his former ominence in the line of 
devoritive art, atid that be shoul have 
done so is one Of the puzzles that-iodern 
Portugal presents. 1 will not attempt to 
salve it: LT owith only. vote that evnlence 
of Tigh artistic traditions meet the trav 
der everywhere. [tis tobe found abun- 
dantly inartivles of dornéstic use madu 

in Portrigal twooor thres hundred years 
a, in the fine cepotise silver plate, in 
the faience From lortugnese kilns that. 
have not been lighted for 300 years, in 
the inkl cabinets known as Goa. wark, 
but mostly made in Portugal, and in the 
stil] more artistic cabinets, chests, tables, 
thairs, belstencds, and domestic slrines 
of carved wood in gotal racoco style, 
worked tm mative chestiat or im pose 
wood imported from [razil. 

The now disestablished monasteries 
must bave been rich in such wark, for 
it & stil te be foind scattered in many 
a farmhouse. ‘There ison still more per- 
sistent tradition of goo art-work in, the 
peasant gold jewelty to be seen on the 
riecks and in the ears of every peasant 
woman on market and fair days. and en 
the counters of whole streets of jewel- 
ers’ shops in Lishen and Operte, These 
fitie-att forms derive from farther back 
than the plate, pottery, and enbinet-work 
before mentioned, They are unchanged 
traditions from the davs of the Moorish 
ceeupanes. ‘There are, however. extant 
art traditions that go further back theatt 
to Moorish times, In nerthern Portugal

THE PORTUGUESE LANGUAGE 


In Portugal weare ina country where 
three distinet races have, in turn, taken 
the place of the autochtthvsrtetts iohabit- 
ants, perhaps mingling their blood with, 
perhaps after extermination or expulsion 
ef, the race on the soll Three sepeirate 
civilizations have, in hiateric tines, lived, 
sogperedl, and left their abiding mirks 
in the hobits and customs of the people; 
probably also in the blood of the actial 
dwellers on the land, and very patently 
in the Portuguese language an) its Titera- 
ture. 

The Portiguese themselves Tike to 


roast that their language i¢ nearer to 
Latin than auy ether derived from the 
mother tongue of the Romans. Ln proof 
af this they have composed poems abd 
prose pissages which ure fair Portuguese 
and fair dog-Latin. That, howayer, goes 
for littl. Every foreign student of 
Portuguese knows that its e@sy te read, 
itis harder to learn, hurder to pronounce, 
aml harder to qnderstand when spoken 
than any other of the Latin languages. 
The reason is thut Martuguese has bor- 
rowed very much from the Arabic word, 
phrase, and idiom. Tt has perhaps alse 
wot from the Moors some sort of Ori- 
ental tmeotuthness, and ecertamly some 
wee of strange diphthongs which the un- 
practiced) tongue frils it hard to pro 
nounce. Yet it is a nich and flexible 
langhage, standing by itself, as a literary 
vehicle, just as French and German stand 
hy themachves.

proverbial, Ata time when Lisbon, only 
wut 15 miles away, is sweltering and 
breathless within its: smth-facing semi- 
circle of hills, the slopes of the memun- 
tain of Cintra are fresh and! invigorating, 
and some cf its gurdens pre a veritable 
paradise all the year round. 

The village of Cintra lies in one of the 
folds af the great hill, at perhaps a third 
of its height up the stile, 

Sheer aloft opon a precipice a thou- 
sam feet andl more above its roofs there 
stretch the mighty battlements snd mass- 
we keeps af a huge castle of fawn- 
colored stone—a castle so immense as to 
dwarf Thomar, Letria, and even Obidos 
almost to insignificance. Long lines of 
creriellated walls following the dips and

The summit of the crag 
CONmsiits Of two sepdimite peaks at sore 
distance from cach other, the higher one 
cectipied by the main keep, ‘the royal 
tower,” amd Jong battlemented walls 
reich from one paint ti the other, with 
bastions at totervals and massive square 
keeps at the salient angles. Olin all sides 
within the great enclosnre forme:l by the 
battlements, covering the whole summ«,it, 
remains of towers and buildimes of vari 
nis SOrls gre scattered amidst the dense 
arewth of trees autcl broshwood that have 
infraded upon the space. The hartle 
ments are strong and perfect still, anit 
tones but) litte imagmation to peaple 
them again with the turbaned anid mailed 
warriors, sheltered squgly behind them, 
watching for the advancing hosts of the 
Christian king. certain that, so lone as 
Isham was trie to itself, no force could 
take this stronghold of their race, , 

Upon the highest paint of the rock of 
Lishon was Ring Martie! the Fortunate 
wont to linger for hours and cays for 
many months tegether, climbing up from 
his palace im the town below, that he 
might gare far cut upon the Athintic, 
watching and praying for the return of 
Vasco da Gama from.his vovage to Inelia 
round the Adrtcan cemtinent, the route 
that in two generabons the impetus of 
Prince Henry the Navigator had opened. 

There was but a tiny Jeronoinite her- 
Mitage or petitentiary here in this savage 
eyrie to shelter the anxictis king, and 
during hts vigil he yowed that if the great 
explorer came home sucees<fal he would 
hil) cpon the spota worthy menastery 
of the order In memory of the event.
